The  question   ol  colonization  and   im- 
migration lias  always  been  one  of  paramount 
interest  in   Brazil   anil    it   represents   more 
failures,  perhaps,  and  a  greater  expenditure 
of  money  tlian  any  other  measure  of  public 
concern.     And    yet,    in  spite  of  all    these 
failures  and  of  the  ruinous  waste  ol  money 
the  legislators  of  to-tlay  are  still  working  iti 
the  same  grooves,   wasting  the  revenues  of 
the    country    and    achieving   nothing   but 
disgraceful  failures.     It  would  be  a  public 
service  if  some  Brazilian  would    write  lite 
true  history  of  the  introduction  of  colonists 
and  immigrants  into  this  country,  giving  the 
real  costs  and  describing  lite  results.      It  is 
not  only  the  waste  ol  money  which  would 
compel    our    attention,     but    the    pitiably 
small  results  achieved,  the  failures  and  the 
injustice  done.     Were  such  a  record  pub- 
hshed,  we  doubt  whether  there  is  a  public 
roan  in  Brazil  who  would  have  the  hardi- 
hood  to   advocate   the  system   of  assisted 
immigration    one    moment    longer.     The 
recent  failure,  or  partial  failure,   of  Italian 
immigration,  as  shown  by  the  emigration  of 
Italians  from  Sao  Paulo,  should  arouse  the 
government  to  the  consideration  of   one 
incontestible  fact— the  absolute  and  miser- 
able failure  of  assisted  immigration.      Why 
is  it  not  possible,  then,  to  try  some  other 
plan  ?    What  is  the  use  of  spending  money 
on  men  who  can  not  be  depended  upon  as 
laborers,  and  who  begin  to  leave  within  a 
very  few  months  alter  their  arrival  ?   In  out- 
opinion,    the    old    system   of  landholding, 
winch  the  government  lias  long  been  trying 
to  protect,  is  bolh  a  fail  tire  and  an  obstruction" 
and    no   system    of  introducing  laborers 
for  it  will  ever  result  in  success.     The  sys- 
tem   was   built  upon  slavery,  and  it  can  be 
maintained  only  by  servile  labor  methods. 
Slavery  is  no   longer  thought  of,  and  coolie 
or  Chinese  labor  would  be  one  of  the  worst 
recourses  that  can  be  adopted.     The  alter- 
native then  is  that  so  successfully  followed 
in    the  United  States  and   in    most  of  the 
English  colonies— the  system  of  small  hold- 
ings   and    voluntary,    paid    labor.     If    the 
government  will  adopt  a  simple  and  effect- 
ive system  of  surveying,  conveying  and  set- 
tling   its  public  lands,    giving  small  tracts 
free,  to  actual  settlers  if  necessary,  the  diffi- 
culty   will  very  soon  adjust  itself     A  land 
tax  should  be  imposed  at  once,  in  order  to 
break  up  the  large   uncultivated  holdings  of 
the  old  proprietors,   and  these   should   be 
promptly   divided   and  settled    witli   small 
farmers.     The  small  holdings,  in  turn,  will 
very  soon  furnish  all  the  day  labor  the  large 
estates  can  require,  just  as  they  do  in  the 
United   States.     The  system   is   simple,    it 
requires  no  appropriations,    it  will  attract 
the  best  class  of  laborers,  it  will  provide  for 
the  multitudes   of  Brazilian    laborers  now 
overlooked,  and  it  will  at  once  yield  o0od 
results,  both  for  the  people  and  for"  the 
government. 


MARSHAL  DEODORO. 

The  long  anticipated  death   of  Marshal 
Manoel  Deodoro  da  Fonseca,  ex-President 
of  the  republic,  occurred  at  his  residence  in 
Rua  Senador  Vergtteiro  to-day  at  1 2;2o  p.  m. 
General  Deodoro,  as  he  is  familiary  called, 
has  filled  so  important  a  role  in  the  events 
of  the  past  three  years,  during  which  the 
political   institutions  of  Brazil    have  been 
profoundly  changed,  that  his  death  can  not 
fail    to    excite     widespread     interest     and 
sympathy.     A  plain,    indifferently-educated 
soldier,  he  was  led,  after  over  forty  years  of 
service  under  the  monarchy,  into  a  political 
movement  with  which  he  had  never  been 
personally   connected    and    for    which    he 
apparently  felt  very  little  sympathy.     There 
can    be   no   doubt   that  the   revolution   ol 
1S89  was  as  much  a  surprise   to   General 
Deodoro  as  to  D.  Pedro   II,  but  in  the 
history  of    his  country    he    will    figure  as 
one  of  the   founders    of   the   republic,    as 
its     provisional     chief    and     as     its     first 
President.      He  was    a    man    of    arbitrary 
temper,  contentious,  and  strongly  attached 
to  the  traditions  and  privileges  of  his  class. 
For  many  years  had  been  the   recognized 
leader  ol  the  discontented  elements  or  the 
army,  and  this  led  to   his  selection  as   the 
leader    of    the     revolutionary     movement 
against  the  Onto  Preto  cabinet.     The  true 
history  of  his  part  in  thai  revolution    will 
probably  never  be  written,  nor  will  the  true 
relations  of  this  officer,  who  was  called  upon 
10  fill   a  most  difficult   and    leading   part, 
ever    be   established.     He   was  a    man    of 
simple    tastes,  honest  and  straitforward  ill 
his  personal  conduct,  and  patriotic  in  every 
impulse.     His   mistakes    were    those    of  a 
hot-tempered  man  who  bail    undertaken  a 
difficult  and  half  understood  task  lor  which 
he    hail    no    training.      His   last    mistake, 
that   of  reassuming   dictatorial    power    in 
November  1891,  resulted   in   his   complete 
overthrow   and   compelled    his    retirement 
from  public  life.     He  was  born  in  Alagoas 
on  August  5th,  1S27,  and  entered  the  army 
on    February    251I1,     1845.     At    his    own 
request  he  will  be  buried   without   military 
honors.

29,  of 
which  $23,740.75  were  for  entry  dues,  $32,6.77.34 
for  demurrage,  $7,043.05  ror  storage  and  $4,763.25 
for  loading  and  discharging  dues  (25°/0.) 

— The  inlendent  of  Buenos  Aires  has  ordered 
the  closing  of  all  butcher  shops  within  the  radius 
of  the  public  market,  the  latter  being  a  monopoly. 
This  is  the  kind  of  freedom  usually  furnished  by 
Ihe  so-called  republics  of  South  America. 

The  Argentine  government  has  refused  an  ex- 
tension of  lime  to  the  sewerage  woiks  con  tractors 
of  Buenos  Aires,  and  has  resolved  to  enforce  a  fine 
of  /ln.000  a  month  until  their  completion.  It  will 
now  be  in  order  to  show  up  the  officials  who  have 
been  creating  obstructions  in  order  to  compel  the 
payment  of  fees. 

— The    ill-fated   steel    four-masted    sailing  ship 
Oceana  which  was  stranded  at  the    I'utiU    Carrel 
was  sold  by  auction   on   Tuesday   last   at   Messr 
Gomcnzoro's  rooms.      The  vessel  nod  cargo  we 
sold  together  ami  fetched  $SSo  or  $440  each.     She 
(ins  about  2,8oo  tons  of  coal  on  board.  —  Uruguay 
News,  Montevideo,  August  7. 

—The  receipts  of  seven  principal  Argenlim 
railways  for  the  second  week  of  August  amounted 
1°  .£65,951  as  compared  with  ^38,219  for  the  cor- 
responding week  of  1891,  an  increase  ol  ^17,732 
in  [S92,  or  46.5  per  cent,  The  mileage  open  to 
traffic  was  3,633  miles  in  1S91,  compared  with 
4,011  miles  in  [892,  an  increase  of  10,4  per  cent, 
111  1892.  This  shows  a  very  satisfactory  revival  of 
business. 

— Wc  have  received  the  returns  of  commerce  for 
the  second  quarter  of  the  present  year  published 
by  Si-.  F.  Latzina,  the  government  statistician. 
For  the  quarter,  the  value  of  imports  was  $19,431,- 
929  gold  as  compared  with  ^18,222.502  in  1891. 
The  exports  were  valued  at  $30,434,679  gold  as 
compared  with  $23,503,065  in  1891.  In  the  first 
quarter  of  the  present  year  die  values  of  imports 
was  $43,971,509  gold  as  compared  with  $37,980,- 
793  in  1S9I.  The  returns  for  the  exports  in  the 
first  quarter  are  given  at  $66,311,438  gold  as  com- 
pared to  $63,125,944  in  iS,i.  The  total  amount

—Another  great  fraud  has  been  discovered  In 
(he  public  lands  office  at  Buenos  Aires,  where 
thousands  of  leagues  of  land  have  been  given  away 
for  trifling  sums,  the  officials  sharing  the  profit! 
with  the  buyers.  The  loss  is  a  heavy  one  for  the 
national  treasury,  and  the  scandal  will  go  far  to 
establish  the  fact  that  honesty  is  a  quality  very 
difficult  to  discover  among  Argentine  officals. 
The  same  officials  have  also  been  Interested  ill  the 
creation  of  colonies,  upon  which  the  treasury  has 
expended  large  sums  to  no  effect,  the  greater  part 
remaining  In  the  hands  of  the  officials, 

—The  news  from  the  frontiers  is  anything  Inn 
reassuring.  Oar  troops  there  are  kept  constantly 
on  the  move  guarding  against  a  second  violation  of 
Uruguayan  territory,  On  the  Brazilian  side  of 
the  frontier  the  most  horrible  Climes  are  daily 
committed.  Bloody  reprisals  are  of  frequent 
occurrence,  ami  sometimes  whole  families,  old  men, 
women,  and  tender  children,  arelound  in  the  morn, 
ing  with  their  throats  cut  on  the  floor  of  their  own 
houses.  Nor  is  there  the  least  sign  of  the  restora- 
tion ol  order  taking  place  in  Brazil.  The  fratricidal 
struggle  may  go  nn  for  years— is  likely,  indeed,  to  gn 
On— until  very  little  shall  have  been  left  lor  the 
victor  to  win  or  the  vanquished  to  lose.  Ilrasil 
put  itsell  back  100  vears  hv  the  dethronement  of 
the  Alcantaras.— Montevideo  correspondence  of 
The  Southern  Cross,  August  I2lh. 

—The  Times  of  Aipenthta  of  the  13th  calls  fit- 
tentinn  to  the  (net  that  llie  laws  of  April  last 
providing  for  the  withdrawal  and  destruction  of 
currency,  have  not  been  observed  by  the  Argentine 
officials.  These  laws  were  widely  published  as 
proofs  of  the  good  intentions  of  the  Argentine 
government,  but  111  reality  of  the  three  millions 
which  should  have  been  withdrawn  only  a  beggarly 
$150,000  have  been  burned,  Oil  the  contrary,  over 
a  million  of  dollars  have  been  added  to  the  amount 
in  circulation.  On  this  question  the  Times  says: 
"  Every  resident  in  this  country  knows  that,  under 
the  existing  system  of  administration,  there  is  no 
possibility  of  finding  one  single  dollar  of  surplus  in 
the  public  treasury  ;  not  only  because  of  (he 
luxurious  expenses  of  the  government,  hut  also  on 
account  of  the  extra  expenditure  that  is  daily 
authorized.  We  refer  to  such  tilings  as  military 
manoeuvres,  naval  excursions,  civil  pensions,  new 
officials  in  the  administration  and  constant  promo, 
lion  of  officers  of  high  rank  In  the  army,  etc.,  etc, 
Under  such  circumstances  it  is  simply  ludicrous  to 
think  that  the  tesoreria  general  would  deliver  one 
million  lor  the  purpose  of  burning  it.  We  all 
km>w  ilia!  a  special  taw  was  given  on  August  29th, 
iS'91,  increasing  the  amount  of  minor  notes  (em  is  ion 
menur)  by  $1,500,000  with  the  honest  purpose  of 
paying  salaries  to  the  school-masters  in  the  pro- 
vinces, and  it  is  equally  well  known  that  the  same 
school-masters  are  -still  in  -arrear  for  six  to  eight 
months  salaries,  poor  and  miserable  as  those 
salaries  are.  The  reason  of  this  is  that  the  public 
treasury  could  not  afford  to  pay  the  amount,  and  it

AUGUST  13. — Senate.—  The  committees  on  the

\ec\.,—-Cha»iber  of  Deputies. —  Deputy  Casslano  do 
Nascimento  spoke  against  the  lull  making  an  appro- 
prialiun  of  5,674,S79$5l8  for  the  Central  railway. 
Me  i>  iii  favor  of  leasing  the  road,  which,  he  says, 
under  government  management,  has  fur  the  last  10 
years  been  operated  at  a  hiss,  Deputy  Francisco 
Glyceric  said  that  to  lease  the  road  would  he 
equivalent  to  destroying  it,  thus  entailing  a  loss  of 
public  property  worth  150,000,000$.'  Deputy 
Bevilaqtta  spoke  on  the  bill  on  promotions  in  the 
army.  The  promotions  made  by  Gen,  Deodoro 
011  [anuary  7th,  1S90,  bad,  lie  said,  been  opposed 
by  Gen.  Benjamin  Constant.  He  would  vote  for 
Ibe  bill,  he  declared,  although  he  did  not  believe 
that  cither  that  or  any  other  measure  could  repair 
the  injustice  caused  by  those  promotions,  Deputy

diers,  he  would  have  avenged  the  honor  of  the 
nation  and  removed  -Gen.  Floriano  I'eixoto  from 
the  office  be  unworthily  holds.  Now,  however, 
even  if  he  disposed  of  unlimited  resources,  lie 
would  not  raise  his  finger  to  eject  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent, for  he  believes  that  famine,  which  is  knocking 
at  the  doors  of  Brazil,  will  soon  make  the  post 
untenable,  lie  accused  the  government  of  hypo- 
critically making  use  of  the  appropriations  dicia- 
im-ially  decreed  by  Gen.  Deodoro  after  the 
coup  d'etat. 

August  15. — Neither  bouse  bad  a  quorum. 
There  was  received  a  telegram  from  Gen.  Roberto 
Ferreira  denying  that  the  troops  have  interfered  in 
the  affairs  of  1'ernambuco.  The  general  expresses 
tlif  opinion  that  the  dictatorship,  established  when 
the  republic  was  proclaimed,  should  have  continued 
in  force. 

August  iG.—  Senate.—  The  Semite  was  stil 
without  a  quorum.  —  Chamber  of  Deputies ,  —  Deputy 
Alcindo  Guanabara  spoke  against  the  bill  for  the 
conversion  of  the  40/.-,  gold  bonds,  which,  he  said, 
if  it  becomes  a  law,  will  be  a  confession  of  bank- 
ruptcy.  Deputy  Leopoldo  de  Bulhoes  defended 
the  bill,  which,  lie  asserted,  is  intended  to  avert  the 
bankruptcy  that  threatens  the  country.  Brazil,  lie 
said,  cannot  continue  to  pay  10°/o  and  i20/o  m\ 
these  bonds.  In  a  speech  on  the  budget  ol  the 
department  of  justice  and  interior,  Deputy  Es- 
pirito  Santo  proposed  the  reduction  of  the  pay  of 
the  President  of  the  republic  from  120,000$  to 
So, 000$,  of  that  of  senators  and  deputies  from  75$ 
to  50$  per  diem,  and  a  reduction  of  I0°/0  in  the  pay 
of  public  employes,  which  he  estimates  at 
63,763,397$.  The  committee  on  finance  reported 
in  favor  of  exempting  from  duly  the  drugs  and 
medicines,  furniture,  cooking  utensils  and  surgical 
instruments  imported  for  the  Strangers'  Hospital 
of  this  city. 


August  17,—  Senate,—  The  bill  granting  amnesty 
to  the  Matto  Grosso  revolutionists  was  voted  in 
2nd  discussion.  Senator  Anslides  Lobo  spoke 
agninst  the  re -establishment  »(  the  legation  at  the 
Vatican,  which  was  defended  by  Senators  Elyseti 
Martins  and  Ubaidino  do  Amarnl. — Chamber  of 
Deputies. — Deputy  Alcindo  Guanabara  answered 
the  speech  of  Deputy  Leopoldo  de  Bullions  on  the 
bill  for  converting  the  4°/0  gold  bonds.  To 
attempt  to  meet  the  financial  question  with  such 
measures,  is,  he  said,  a  confession  of  weakness  and 
incapacity.  The  Chamber  rejected  by  a  vote  of  69 
to  40  the  motion  of  Deputy  Oiticica  to  refer  to  the 
budget  committee  the  bill  for  re-establishing  the 
department  of  justice,  The  hill  was  rejected  by  a 
vote  of  60  to  52.  The  Chamber  voted  in  3rd  dis- 
cussion the  bill  appropriating  5,758,347^534  for 
the  Central  railway.  The  bill  from  last  year  on 
nowera  of  attorney  was  voted  in  3rd  discussion. 
The  bill  approving  the  contract  with  the  late  liarao 
de  Caninde  for  widening  and  extending  Rua  de 
Gnncolves  Dias  was  rejected.  Deputy  Vinhaes 
protested  against  the  conduct  of  the  governor  of 
Alagoas  in  prohibiting  the  departure  of  laborers 
from  Alagoas  for  S.  Paulo  and  moved  to  nsk  the 
government  for  Information  on  the  subject.  He 
availed  himself  of  his  possession  of  the  floor  to 
censure  the  acts  of  the  president  of  the  municipal 
council  of  Kin  de  Janeiro.  The  balance  in  Hie 
municipal  treasury  has,  lie  said,  been  reduced  to 
180,000$,  and  in  a  short  time  the  council  will  not 
even  have  money  to  pay  its  employes.  In  the 
meanwhile  (he  people  of  this  cily  are  threatened 
with  a  famine.  As  a  friend  of  the  government  he 
warned  it  of  (he  terrible  consequences  (hat  will 
result  if  the  threatened  famine  should  become  a 
reality.

e  defence  of  llie  republic.  Deputy  Antonio 
Olyntho  presented  a  petition  from  a  labor  organi- 
zation asking  Congress  to  legislate  for  reducing 
the  time  of  a  day's  work  to  8  boms. 

AUGUST  19. — Senate. —  The  bill  granting  am- 
nesty to  the  Matto  Grosso  revolutionists  was  voted 
in  3rd  discussion.  A  petition  was  received  from 
Francisco  Comas  asking  for  exemption  from  duty 
fur  unrefined  petroleum.  The  committees  on 
finance  and  agriculture  reported  a  bill  abolishing 
consular  invoices.  Senators  Rosa  Junior  and 
Coelho  Campos  spoke  against  the  bill  on  church 
property  and  ecclesiastics,  which  was  defended  by 
Senators  Saldanlia  Marinho  and  Americo  Lobo, 
Chamber  of  Deputies.-*  The  president,  Dr.  Bernar- 
dino de  Campos,  took  leave  of  the  Chamber  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  charge  of  the  administration  of 
S,  Paulo.  Tile  Chamber  gave  him  a  voteof  thanks 
for  the  manner  in  winch  he  had  presided  over  its 
labors.  The  1st  vice-president,  Deputy  Joao 
Lopes,  was  chosen  to  succeed  him. 

August  19.—  Senate. — There  was  introduced  a 
bill  by  Senator  Ubaidino  do  Amaral  and  others  for 
reducing  to  four  the  number  ol  national  holidays, 
viz.  :  February  24,  May  13,  September  7  and 
November  15.  On  motion  of  Senator  Gomensoro 
ibc  bill  on  church  property  and  ecclesiastics  was 
referred  lo  the  committees  on  the  constitution  and 
legislation .  The  budget  of  the  department  of 
foreign  affairs  was  voted  with  amendments  in  3rd 
discussion.—  Chamber  of  Deputies.— The  bill 
exempting  from  duty  materials  imparted  for  llie 
American  college  at  Taubnle  wasoppoVed  by  Depu- 
tes Arthur  Rios  and  Oiticica  and  defended  by 
Deputy  Cesario  Motta.  Deputy  Alfredo  Ellis 
made  severe  strictures  on  the  telegram  from  the 
governor  of  Alagoas  in  regard  to  the  engagement 
ol  laborers  in  that  slate  for  the  contractors  of  the 
Santos  quays.  Deputy  Vinhaes  said  the  munici- 
pal council  owes  500,000$  for  beeves  slaughtered  at 
tbe  Santa  Cruz  abattoir  and  is  unable  to  pay  the 
debt,  for,  although  it  found  2,000,000$  in  the 
municipal  treasury  on  taking  charge  of  the  city 
government,  it  now  has  only  iSo,ooo$.  The 
creditors,  he  said,  are  demanding  payment  within 
twenty-four  hours,  and  the  people  of  the  city  are 
threatened  with  being  deprived  ol  their  supply 
of  beef.  Before  concluding  his  speech  he  said 
that  he  bad  just  been  informed  that  the  debt  had 
been  paid,  lie  considers  this  very  serious  ;  the 
municipal  council,  having  only  180,000$  at  its 
disposal,  it  must  have  obtained  the  remaining 
320,000$  from  private  persons,  or  from  the 
government. 


Provincial  Notes 


— The  small-pox  is  epidemic  at  Iguape,  state  of 
S.  Paulo. 

— Gen.  Pcgo  reached  Porto  Alegre  on  the  17th 
and  took  charge  of  the  6th  military  district . 

—A  small  silk  factory  has  been  established  in 
the  Conde  d'Eu  colony  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 

— The  Campos  papers  say  that  small-pox  is  epi- 
demic at  Quissaman,  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

-—A  S.  Paulo  telegram  says  that  Dr.  Bernardino 
de  Campos  will  be  sworn  in  to-day  as  governor  of 
that  state. 

— At  Cruz  Alta,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  a  merchant 
named  Luiz  Chieza  has  invented  a  machine  for 
hulling  pea-nuts. 

—Councillor  Silveira  Martins  was  in  S.  Paulo, 
last  week,  where  he  stopped  at  the  house  of 
Councillor  Camargo. 

— The  tobacco  dealers  of  Porto  Alegre  have 
resolved  to  petition  the  minister  of  finance  for  a 
modification  of  the  new  tax, 

—In  a  wood  near  the  city  of  S.  Paulo  there  was 
found  some  days  ago  a  skeleton  with  a  gun  and 
other  weapons  lying  near  it. 

—The  governor  of  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
has  declared  lapsed  the  contract  with  Joao  Soares 
Pinto  for  establishing  a  candle  and  match  factory. 

— It  was  reported  in  Santos  that  there  had  been 
a  mutiny  among  the  sailors  of  the  American  steamer 
Vigilancit!  and  that  the  ringleaders  had  been 
placed  in  irons. 

—It  seems  that  the  attempt  to  assassinate  Julio 
dc  Castilhos  in  Rio  Grande  consisted  in  a  request 
from  a  rough-looking  fellow  to  speak  with  the 
great  man,  and  a  subsequent  suspicion  that  he  had 
sinister  intentions.  Such  assassinations,  however, 
rarely  ever  do  any  harm. 


—Coal  is  becoming  scarce  in  the  city  of  Sao 
Paulo  and  the  gas  company  is  requesting  the 
public  to  use  it  economically. 

—The  Pais  of  the  19th  published  a  Porto  Alegre 
telegram  of  the  iSth.  giving  an  account  of  an 
attempt  to  assassinate  Dr.  Jufio  de  Castilhos  as  he 
passed  through  Pelotas. 

—Gov.  Lima  Barbosa  has  dismissed  the  muni- 
cipal councils  of  Pernambuco  and  is  appointing 
others  in  their  stead,  Among  the  new  appointees 
are  manv  partisans  of  Barao  de  Lucena. 

—The'  report  that  the  municipal  chamber  of 
Ouro  Preto  had  annulled  the  recent  congressional 
elections  in  the  state  of  Minas  Geraes  has  been 
proved  to  be  untrue.  The  senator  and  deputies 
elected  have  received  their  credentials. 

—Some  members  of  the  Babia  legislature  have 
presented  a  project  for  a  grand  exposition  there  in 
igoo  to  commemorate  the  400th  anniversary  of 
the  discovery  of  Brazil.  Assistance  is  to  be  asked 
from  the  the  national  Congress,  of  course. 

—It  is  stated  that  hi  the  interior  of  S,  Paulo, 
some  of  the  planters,  in  view  of  the  failure  of  the 
railways  to  carry  their  coffee,  are  preparing  to 
send  it  to  Santos  by  pack-mules,  which,  on  their 
return,  will  carry  merchandise  to  the  interior.  One 
such  troop,  we'  are  informed,  has  already  left 
Santos. 

—  An  Aracajti  telegram  ot  the  20th  says  that  the 
governor  of  Alagoas  had  sent  an  armed  force  on 
board  the  OndUta  to  compel  the  disembarkation  of 
various  laborers  who  bad  taken  passage  for  Santos, 
to  work  on  the  port  improvements.  The  governor 
of  Alagoas  evidently  considers  himself  the  master 
of  that  little  state. 

—The  senatorial  elections  throughout  the  state 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro  on  Sunday  appear  to  have  re- 
sulted m  the  choice  of  Quintino  Bocayuva,  to  sue 
ceed  himself.  It  is  to  be  presumed  that  the 
electors  enjoy  this  amusement,  else  they  would 
not  return  the  man  who  resigns  without  reason 
and  then  seeks  re-election. 

— The  contractors  of  the  quay  at  Santos  having 
sent  to  Alagoas  for  laborers,  the  governor  of  thai 
state  has  taken  steps  to  prevent  the  contractors' 
agents  from  obtaining  them,  Me  has  even  used  an 
armed  police  force  to  prevent  laborers  leaving  the 
state.  This  is  a  very  interesting  phase  of  the 
liberty  won  on  November  15th,  1889. 

— The  new  Amazonas  constitution  provides  that 
the  governor  shall  be  called  "  chefe  do  governo  e 
da  administracao  estadoal "  (chief  of  government 
and  state  administration ),  while  the  chief  of  police 
will  be  dubbed  "  chefe  de  seguranca  publica " 
(chief  of  public  security.)  Time  is  of  no  use  in 
Amazmias,  consequently  the  longer  the  title  the 
better. 

— There  was  an  interesting  incident  in  the  Mar- 
anliao  legislature  on  the  loth.  A  measure  had 
been  presented  by  the  government  party  for  in- 
creasing the  pay  for  the  governor  and  the  deputies, 
which  was  to  be  decided  in  one  discussion  only. 
An  opposition  deputy,  Col.  Silva,  then  took  the 
floor  and  spoke  against  it.  Considerable  confusion 
followed  and  a  crowd  of  government  deputies 
gathered  around  the  speaker.  "The  orator  did 
not  lose  his  self-possession,"  says  the  telegram, 
"and  drew  a  revolver  to  repel  the  threatening 
attack."  Of  course  the  aggressors  consulted  their 
own  safely,  and  the  debate  went  on.  ■ 


A  FRANK  OPINION. 

This  is  what  the  governor  of  Alagoas,  Dr.  Gabino 
Besouro,  thinks  of  Sao  Paulo  and  the  effort  to  in- 
duce his  working  people  to  accept  employment  on 
the  Santos  port  improvements,  evidently  in  reply 
to  a  telegraph!;  inquiry  in  regard  to  his  arbitrary 
conduct  recently  : — 

MACEIO,  181I1  August.— Paulista  agents  were 
seducing  Alagoanos  to  go  and  work  in  >ao  Paulo, 
with  fallacious  promises  and  miserable  salary,  from 
which  they  were  discounting  passages.  The  se- 
ducers are  the  same  old  purchasing  agents  of  slaves. 
I  recommended  all  the  authorities  of  the  state  to 
dissuade  their  countrymen  from  leaving  their  fami- 
lies and  native  land,  abundant  and  plentiful,  in 
order  to  go  in  search  of  the  misery  in  the  now  empty 
places  of  the  slaves,  or  of  death  in  the  districts  of 
Sao  Paulo  wdicre  life  is  most  expensive,  endemic-ally 
flagellated  by  yellow  fever  and  other  epidemics, 
abandoned  by  foreign  colonists,  to  fill  with  their 
honest  labor  the  plutocratic  coffers  whose  thirst 
for  wealth  the  labor  of  unfortunate  foreigners  has 
never  satiated.  Still  further,  solicited  with  promises 
of  miserable  wages,  they  were  giving  away  their 
minor  children. 

Happily  the  Alagoanos  comprehended  the  snare 
and  are  desisting  from  going;  counsel  has  sufficed 
for  convincing  them ;  the  company's  agents  are 
drawing  back.  There  is  suflicieiit  employment 
here,  easy,  remunerative  and  enormous  harvests, 
needing  laborers  for  agriculture.  I  do  not  know 
il  there  is  anyone  sufficiently  ambitious  and  un- 
patriotic to  defend  this  new  species  of  slavery. 
The  propaganda  continues.  The  press  unanimously 
demands  relief  from  the  government.  I,  an  Ala- 
goano,  am  firm  at  the  post  of  duty.  My  act  will 
stand  elucidations.  I  have  responded  herein  to 
those  in  the  Chamber  v.  ho  have  addressed  an 
interpellation  to  me.

—The  representative  of  the  Mogyana  railway  in 
this  city  lakes  issue  with  our  considering  the  pro- 
longation of  that  line  to  Santos  as  impracticable. 
He  claims  Lliat  the  road  from  Resaca  will  be  shorter 
than  the  English  line,  that  the  route  presents  no 
alarming  difficulties,  and  that  the  Serra  do  Mar 
will  be  surmounted  by  traction.  He  also  denies 
that  the  concession  is  an  infringement  of  the  Eng- 
lish company's  privilege.

Coffee  Notes 

—The  coffee  exports  from  Victoria,  Espirito 
Santo,  during  the  half-year  ending  tune.  30th  last 
amounted  to  57,083  bags,  officially  valued  at 
3,055,i66$4oo.  The  clearances  for  New  York  were 
44,005  direct  rand  804  via  Rio  de  Janeiro  ;  for 
Europe  7,850  direct  and  3,750  via  Rio  ;  for  other 
Brazilian  ports  675  bags,  These  totals  do  not  in- 
elude  the  small  shipments  over  the  Carangola 
railway,  nor  from  other  ports  of  the  state. 

—The  arrivals  of  Brazil  coffee  in  the  United 
States  in  1891.92,  were  3,451,689  bags  of  Rio  and 
Santos;  1,165,330  bags  of  other  kinds,  making  a 
total  of 4,617,019  bags.  In  eight  principal  ports 
of  Europe,  6,715,935  bags;  a  grand  total  for  the 
United  States  and  Europe  of  11,432,954  bags. 
The  total  visible  supply  in  both  countries  July  I, 
1892,  was  2,955,023  bags,  against  1,909,120  bags, 
July  I,  1891.  The  exports  from  Rio  and  Santos 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1892,  were  larger 
than  any  previous  year  on  record.  During  the 
six  years  ending  June  30,  1892,  the  exports  from 
the  two  ports  to  the  United  States  and  Europe 
aggregated  32,763,064  bags,  or  an  annual  export 
of  5,460,661  bags,  or  321,215  tons.  The  exports 
for  the  past  year  were  427,470  tons,  being  127,506 
tons  above  the  annual  average  of  five  preceding 
years,  and  106,255  tons  as  the  average  for  the  last 
six  years.  Prices  have  been  remunerative  to  the 
planter,  making  the  industry  one  of  the  most 
profitable  on  the  globe.—  American  Grocer, 
July  20.

— "  Ihe  rise  in  exchange,"  says  ihe  Jomal  do 
Cmntetebnl\\\t  20th,  "should  not  excite  false 
hopes.  That  the  rate  had  been  unduly  depressed 
and  that  a  reaction  was  certain  every  well-informed 
person. well  knew.  But  this  reaction  only  partly 
explains  the  rise  in  tbe  last  three  days,  in  tbe  value 
Of  Our  currency,  The  belief  that  ihe  government 
will  decide,  il  it  has  not  already  done  so,  lo  lake 
over  ihe  bank  issues,  produced  a  marked  effect, 
for  it  created,  or  caused  to  be  created ,  more  confi- 
dence in  the  market  than  we  have  seen  for  a  long 
time.  At  present  the  position  may  be  considered 
delicate  ,  the  prospect  ol  taking  over  the  issue  has 
perhaps  been  already  discounted  ;  but  if  this  ex- 
pecuiion  is  not  realized  it  is  not  necessary  lo  be  a 
prophet  to  predict  the  effect  on  the  exchange 
market.  Besides,  it  is  likely  that  the  improve- 
ment in  exchange  will  stimulate  orders  for  goods 
in  foreign  markels,  creating  a  demand  for  drafts  ; 
the  effect  of  this  demand  should  enter  into  calcu- 
lations in  regard  to  the  future  ol  the  exchange 
market.  On  Ihe  other  hand  there  is  a  prospect  ol 
large  receipts  of  coffee  and,  in  0  short  time,  of 
Stlgar  and  cotton  nt  northern  ports,  as  well  as  the 
rubber  crop  on  (he  Amazon.  The  position  is 
delicate,  wc  repeat,  but  on  the  whole  the  prospects 
are  more  favorable  to  stability  in  the  exchange 
market  than  to  rapid  fluctuations  in  rates."
